I,  Marshall  Sidney  Shellhart,  of  lawful  age  being  duly 
sworn,  on  oath  depose  and  say: 

I  acATarshall  Sidney  Shcllhart,  S/Sgt.  ASN  6954401^i  ;ry 
permanent  *"hone  address  is  Allison  Addition,  Cheyenne,  Y'yoning. 

I  was  captured  by  Jap  troops  at  !’indina.o,  P.I.  on  10  V. ay  1942, 
when  I  was  attached  to  the  19th  Borb.  Group  cf  the  U.S.  AAF. 

After  a  period  of  imprisonment  in  the  Philippines,  I  was  taken 
to  Japan  on  11  Nov.  1942,  and  was  placed  in  camp  5D,  Kawasaki 
until  June  1945  when  I  vr>s  trken  to  Niigata  where  I  was  a  prisonej 
until  5  Sept.  1945,  when  I  v/rs  liberated. 


I  observed  many  boatings  of  American  and  other  Prisoners  of 
”ar  at  camp  5  D,  Kawasaki.  Ir03t  of  the  beating  was  without 
just  cause,  and  the  Japanese  guards  world  slap  the  American 
prisoners,  hit  them  with  sticks,  clubs,  and  steel  rods.  There 
were  very  many  instances  when  the  Japanese  would  beat  the 
prisoners  until  they  wore  unconscious,  and  I  observed  r.any 
instances,  at  least  15,  where  the  Japanese  would  boat  the 
American  prisoners  to  a  state  of  unconsciousness,  and  then  they 
would  throw  water  on  them,  reviving  them,  and  beat  them  into 
unconsciousness  again.  There  wore  many  cases  of  where  the 
American  prisoners  wore  burned  with  punk,  the  Japanese  pretending 
that  they  were  giving  medical  care.  It  was  the  intent  cf  the 
Japs  to  make  the  men  who  were  really  ill  get  up  and  work  rather 
than  suffer  this  so-called  medical  care  by  burning  various  parts 
of  their  body.  A  majority  of  the  American  prisoners  are  scarred 
all  over  their  bedy  by  this  burning.  There  were*  innumerable 
casc3  where  American  prisoners  were  required  to  held  their  ^rus 
straight  out  and  then  an  object  such  as  a  bucket  cf  water  or 
sack  filled  with  boans  was  placed  in  their  hands,  and  the  prisoner 
was  required  to  hold  this  object  in  this  position  until  ho 
dropped  unconscious  from  fatigue,  ilany  tines,  when  the  prisoners 
dropped  the  article  held,  he  would  be  severely  beaten  with  clubs 
and  sticks.  Several  cf  the  men  I  recall  who  were  severely  mis¬ 
treated  by  the  Japanese  wore  PFC  Litz,  of  the  Marine  Corp3,  from 
Ponn.,  Pvt.  Rubia,  USA,  reg  army,  who  had  about  15  years  service. 

Some  of  the  Japanese  guards  who  were  not  attached, 
to  the  Japanese  Army,  but  v/ho  wore  probably  retired 
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J<->p  soldiers  were  Kobayashi,  Krndo,  Ysnido,  end  etber  v.'>  c 
had  niclcnrr.cs  such  rs  Speedo,  Slick  pants,  ",nd  Peter  Revolt. 

f There  were  at  least  tvroc  or  four  erses  cf  collective 
punishment  in  this  camp  while  I  was  t^ere.  An  American 
prisoner  hrd  written  V  for  Victory  on  the  wall,  and  2I>0 
prisoners  of  his  group  were  required  to  sta.no  rt  attention 
all  of  one  night,  until  4  c.n,  the  next  night,  end  until 
2  a.n.  the  third  night.  During  the  intervening  dry,  we 
were  required  to  do  our  usual  heavy  manual  labor*  wc  nlssca 
out  on  six  meals  during  tre  three  days*  During  t^is 
episode,  many  men  because  of  their  weakened  condition,  .cul 
drop  to  the  ground  unconscious  from  their  fatigue  or 
sickness,  and  the  Japanese  would  trrow  water  on  then,  ana 
revive  t'en  ~nd  require  then  to  continue;  to  strnd  rt 
attention  with  the  rest. I
